The Four Upward Steps in the devel- 
opment of a “FULL GROWN CHRIS-

Jesus said: “For if ye forgive men their 
trespasses, your heavenly Father will also 
forgive you. But if ye forgive not men 
their trespasses, neither will your heaven- 
ly Father forgive your trespasses.” Matt. 
6:14, 15. In our Christian life, because 
we have obtained mercy and because we 
need more mercy, we obtain more mercy 
by being merciful. Matt. 18:21-35. 
Another application of “sowing and reap- 
ing,” “measuring and being measured.” 
Grace is the unmerited favor and love of 
God towards man in Christ. As we be- 
stow grace on others, God continues to 
bestow grace upon us, “grace for grace.”

mass of flames. Many entire towns and 
cities were in utter ruin. Thousands of 
people were trapped in the falling debris 
of their homes. People speeding along 
highways were hurled from the roads and 
buried in holes that God had made. Pan- 
demonium and horror gripped hearts. The 
quaking only lasted three minutes but in 
that brief span of time untold havoc was 
done. Rails were twisted and tied into 
grotesque knots. Locomotives were hurled 
from the tracks. Trains were wrecked. 
Screams of doomed people mingled with 
the screech of twisted steel. Suddenly, 
without warning, they stared eternity in 
the face. May the peoples of the earth 
accept these horrible things as the hand- 
writing of Almighty God warning them 
that the advent of His Son is at hand. 
“Santa Barbara, California, November 
10— A brief, sharp earthquake jolted 
Santa Barbara at about 2:20 a. m. today, 
awakening hundreds of residents. Au- 
thorities received no reports of damages.” 


“Sofia, Bulgaria, Novefnber 10— Bul- 
garians were awakened early today by 
several consecutive earth shocks felt 
throughout Bulgaria. The tremors oc- 
curred about 3:42 a. m. Saturday. Chim- 
neys collapsed in one village but full 
reports of damage were not immediately 
available, nor was the epicenter known. 
The first report indicated that a severe 
earthquake had occurred approximately 
225 miles from Sofia in a northeasterly 
direction, toward central Rumania.” 

The writer has no pleasure in writing 
of these catastrophes but does it merely 
in the hope that God’s ministers and 
people can see in them the fulfillment of 
Holy Scriptures and can warn and ad- 
monish each other that the end is at hand. 
These quakes are one definite sign men- 
tioned by the Savior. 

“WASHINGTON. — Secretary Mor- 
ganthau said today that he would ask 
Congress to increase the national debt 
limit to 60 or 65 BILLION DOLLARS 
to care for possible deficits up to June 30, 
1942. Announcing this at a press con- 
ference, Morganthau told reporters, 
‘We’ve just begun to rearm.’ He repeated 
the phrase three times to emphasize it. 
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The Treasury chief said also that Congress 
might be asked at the present session to 
make available for general financing the 
FOUR BILLION DOLLARS which it 
authorized for special defense borrowing. 
The sum would be included in the 15 to 
20 BILLIONS which Morganthau said 
might be needed during the next fiscal 
year.

brethren of like precious faith, and amica- 
ble relations prevail in all the various 
activities of the Church. When peace 
rules, there will be a cessation of strife 
and schism. We are to “LET” the peace 
of God rule. Col. 3:15. For strife is born 

of self, but peace of holiness. 

Some folk cannot be at peace with 
others, because they are at war with them- 
selves through lust, desiring to have and 
cannot obtain, fighting and warring, 
asking and receiving not because they 
ask amiss, that they may consume it upon 
their lust—pride (Jas. 4:1-3). 

Unity ofttimes is broken by sectional 
action, party spirit, big head of pride, 
allowance of evil, quarrelsome contention, 
and carnality of disposition. 1 Cor. 1:11- 
13; 2:1-4; 5:6; 6:1-7. Here is where 
peacemakers are greatly needed. A peace- 
maker is like a physician that heals quar- 
rels among men, he is like a statesman 
who reconciles brethren at variance, and 
restores amicable relations. Paul tells us, 
“If a brother is at fault, ye that are 
spiritual (make peace) restore such a one 
in the spirit of meeknéss,” not meat axe 
but meekness. Reconciliation with God is 
also reconciliation with brethren; peace 
with God is also peace among brethren. 
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Matt. 5:24. We are to follow peace with 
all men, and holiness. Seek peace and 
pursue it, for peace hath her victories. 
A true peacemaker prays for those at 
variance, is willing to make sacrifices, 
and stand good for damages done, that 
parties at variance be reconciled, harmony 
and unity be preserved among brethren, 
and men be reconciled to God. A picture 
of this is seen in Moses’ pleading in behalf 
of Israel (Ex. 32:30-34); Esther, in be- 
half of her people; Paul, in behalf of 
Onesimus, estranged servant of Philemon, 
and Philip leading the Ethiopian to Christ, 
a soul-winner. 

“Blessed are the peacemakers: for they 
shall be called the children of God,” whose 
feet are beautified with the gospel peace. 
4. BLESSED ARE THE PERSECUTED 

FOR RIGHTEOUSNESS’ SAKE 

There are two classes of people in the 
world, the righteous and the unrighteous, 
the good and the bad or sinful. The sinful 
persecute the good, the unrighteous forc- 
es persecute the forces of righteousness. 
The warfare of the wicked is carnal and 
false. 

Down through the ages, the righteous 
have been persecuted for righteousness’ 
sake. In Hebrews 11:33-38 we read of the 
heroes of the faith who subdued kingdoms, 
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stopped the mouths of lions, wrought 
righteousness, obtained promises, quenched 
the violence of fire, escaped the edge of 
swords; the weak were made strong, and 
waxed valiant in fight, turned to flight 
the armies of aliens, women received their 
dead to life again; while others had trials 
of mockings, scourgings, bonds, impris- 
onment, were stoned, sawn asunder, slain 
with swords, wandered about in sheep 
and goat skins, being destitute, afflicted, 
tormented; (of whom the world was not 
worthy:) they wandered in deserts, and
